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THE NEXT DECADE. 

Eighteen Hundred and Seventy! Ah, then, we are entering 
upon a new decade—the seventh in the present century. Well, 
what of that? it may be fairly asked. What is there in this 
nineteenth century, or what in this particular tenth portion 
of it, that we should bid our thoughts stand still, though but 
for a moment or two, and note the circumstances of our 
introduction to it? Nothing extraordinary, we may reply, in 
the circumstances themselves—nothing very remarkable in the 
date, as compared with other dates. There has been no 
point of time since the first morning of a.p. 1860 dawned 
upon the world at which we might not with equal propricty 
as now have measured off in our fancy the next ten years, and 
wistfully looked at the veil which covered the period, and specu- 
lated as to the kind of countenance which it concealed, and 
questioned it as to the changes it would witness, and 
severed it in imagination from the past and present so as to 
make of it a distinct interval in the scale of time, and treated 
it as an aggregate individuality sure to have a character and 
history of its own. But the fact that there never has been and 
never will be a moment at which, if we could pause and anti- 
cipate the succeeding decade, we should not be driven to the 
conclusion of the wise old Hebrew—* the thing that hath been 
it is that which shall be ; and that which is done is that which 
shall be done ; and there is no new thing under the sun,’’—by 
no means draws *fter it the inference that it is not a good thing, 
or that it may not be a profitable thing, to pause and look 
about us before stepping across the threshold of a.p. 1870, and 
endeavour to get some sort of conception, however dim it may 
be, of what will be the general drift of the world’s experience 
during the next ten years. 

With a quickened pulse, it may be, but with no depression 
of spirits, with some anxiety, but an anxiety more akin to hope 
than to fear, we front the next decade and peer into the 
mists which, like a garment, enwrap it. There have been 
times when the proximate future looked far more unpromising 
than now. ‘Those times were themselves, perhaps, less gloomy, 
yet towards the horizon they had an outlook of a far more 
threatening character. There may have been sunshine upon 
the epot where one stood, while big, lurid, thunder-charged 
clouds were rising up tgwards the meridian and warning the 
observer to expect a fearful convulsion of the elements. Ther 
have been stages in the decennial revolution just coming to a 
close when this nation was drunk with material prosperity, 
and seemed to be reeling forward towards perdition, and when 
among all classes of society the race for riches assumed the 
character of a mad scramble, in the dust raised by which the 
best attributes of man were lost sight of, and the worship of 
the golden calf might be supposed to have been re- 
instituted. There have been other stages, brief indeed, but 
too distinctly marked, from which the outlook was anything 
but cheering to those who care for rational freedom, and 
when, judging from the temper of the seeming majority, it 
might have been concluded that the destinies of civilised and 
free nations were to be once more retrograde, and that upon 
the altar of human faith, and reverence, and sympathy the 
sacred fire of liberty was becoming extinct. Thank God, no 
such prospect is before us now! The clouds which overhang 
the next decade show increasing light in proportion to the 
depth to which human foresight can penetrate them. 
forms which loom in the haze are forms of terror. 
do we the moral feelings which ar 
now heaving and throbbing beneath a present burden of 
adverse be thus exercised with- 
out working out a better and a happier lot for them- 
and without more or les 

the conditions of the conflict in which they are 

We care little what may be the mere exter 
history of the next ten years. That it will be chequered we 
know. That it may be troublous we are prépared to admit. 
But wherever there is a people diligent in sear ut what 
is right, anxious to do what is right, patient in enduring th: 
evils that have come upon them in consequence of past devi- 
ations from what is right, and holding themselves prepared to 
make large sacrifices of opinion, conviction, and prejudice, in 
order that right may be done, there you have also a people 
respecting whom you may confidently prophesy that the 
course before them is an onward course, and that any gloom 
in which they are now shrouded will become brighter as they 
advance. The present carries with it the sure promise of a 
more restfu) future. 

It is quite possible that the commercial development of the 
United Kingdom between 1870 and 1880 may h:2 very disap- 
pointing. It may even be that less business will be done by 
it within the next ten years than was done within the last. 
As they now stand, figures indicate that we are losing out 
eupremacy in the markets of the world, or, at any rate, the 
monopoly of them in regard to our staple manufactures. There 
are not wanting at this moment rather significant signs that 
other nations will share with us more largely every year the 
profits at the command of capital, skill, and labour, and that 
our relative position in respect of international trade will not 
be one of so decided advantage as it has been. Sach a result 
however, even if it could be assumed as certain, would not neces- 
sarily imply the non-existence of material improvem¢ 
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We should be sorry to lay more stress upon prognos- 
tications than they will sustain, but we think there is abund- 
ant justification for the remark that present facts point in a 
direction the chief promise of which concerns the well-being 
of what are called “the masses.” As great continents 
are slowly heaved up by subterranean forces constantly in 
operation, so, we cannot help thinking, there are social, 
economical, scientific, and moral agencies at work which are 
almost imperceptibly elevating the condition of the millions, 
the dynamic effects of which will be more capable of measure- 
ment ten years hence than they are at thismoment. Should the 
nations remain at peace—and it is remarkable that even 
Governments are beginning to talk of general disarmament— 
should any considerable proportion of the weight of taxation 
be dispensed with in consequence; should co-operative 
industry become widely developed; should education be 
everywhere provided for and enforced; and, above all, should 
habits of intemperance be discouraged and checked; then, 
surely the next decennial period will witness more im- 
portant changes in the position, character, and happiness 
of the hard-working commonalty of the kingdom than 


time. It is for what we are sometimes pleased to call the 
“lower classes” that the future, interpreted by the present, 
seems to have the choicest gifts in store. The year 1880 will 
very probably be judged of by other tests of national prosperity 
than those which continue to be resorted to down to this day, 
in spite of the awfully suggestive fact that, whilst capital is 
being steadily accumulated, pauperism is being almost as 
steadily extended side by side with it; and we devoutly hope 
that it will show a mure cheering state of things than the 
present is able to do. 

Nevertheless, a.p. 1870 is not to be dismissed as if devoid 
of all indications of improvement. The beneficial results it 
can exhibit are small because its main characteristic is that it 
is a seed-time far more than a season of harvest. The world 
was not equally busy ten years ago as, we rejoice to say, it 
now is, in planting the germs of a nobler national life than 
one which is capable of being expressed in a sort of trade- 
circular-general, and hence we can take but small credit in 





reference to the intellectual and moral progress of the com- 
munity. But, at least, we may boast of this—that we are lay- 
ing the foundations on which a goodly superstructure may be 
reared hereafter. The fruit of our present policy will be be- 
ginning to appear before the close ot the next decade, and the 
moral character it will assume will very much depend upon 
what we are planning and doing at the present time. If that 
be true work, as we think it is, society will rejoice in the result 
of it before another generation has reached its teens.

In 
the instance which gave rise to M. Estancelin’s remarks, a Juge de 
Paix had been acting as electoral agent, and writing letters con- 
cerning the election stamped with his official seal, thus bringing to 
bear in favour of the Government candidate all the authority of his 
judicial position ; but even in this case the election was confirmed, 

In the sitting of the Corps Législatif on Saturday, during the 

verification of M. Leroux’s election, it came out that the Préfet of 
Niort, considering that the Mayor of St. Armand did not display 
sufficient zeal in the interest of the official candidate, had sent a 
mad doctor to examine the state of his mind. This announcement 
was, of course, received with the utmost indignation by the members 
of the Left, and furnished MM, Picard and Jules Favre with another 
opportunity of attacking the system of official candidates, ‘If the 
Mayor of St. Armand,”’ said M, Jules Favre, ‘is in the fall pos- 
ession of his faculties, the Préfet has grossly insulted him by send- 
ing a mad doctor to examine the state of his mind; or, if he is not 
in his senses, as the Government commissaire miintains, why doos 
the Government allow him to retain his post?’’ 

On Monday M. Rochefort interpellated the Government upon 
the expulsion from French territory of the ex-Spanish deputy 
José Paul y Angelo, and concluded his speech by saying that the 
Government had ordered the ex-deputy to leave the country because 
they feared the Republic, which it was his firm conviction was near 
at hand, and which would avenge both Frenchmen and Spaniards, 
The Minister of the Interior replied that the Government had taken 
the measure referred to in consequence of certain speeches which 
had been made by the ex-deputy Angelo, who wa g 
openly against the established Government of Spain; ‘‘ and as to 
the approaching revolution,’’ said the Minister, in conclusion, 
‘‘ which has just been announced at this tribune, on the day when 
words change to acts the Government will treat the 
spirators as they merit.” The matter then dropped, 
Chamber proceeded with the vorification of the disputed 
elections. On Tuesday M. Schneider, who has entirely recovere4 
from his indisposition, presided over the sitting of the Corps Légis- 
latif. There now remain about ten reports to be deposed, and as 
the Corps Législatif can easily hold five or six sittings before Jan. |, 
it is presumed that the whole of the elections will be verified before 
the commencement of the year.

Raspail and Rochefort, and Louis Ulbach’s Cloche. The latter, 
which is the continuation, in the form of a daily journal, of the 
pamphlet which the same gentleman has been publishing woekly 
for a ‘considerable time, announces itself as a Republican Figar). 
The Marseillaise has, of course, not obtained permission to be sold 
in the kiosks. One of the most striking features of M. Rochefort’s 
new venture is the publication of the daily bill of fare at the 
Tuileries side by side with that of the working classes. 

Lady Cooper, the widow of the famous Count d’ Orsay, die1 here 
on epee last ; and M. Delangle, the late Minister of Justics, died 
on Tuesday last. 

An attempt at assassination was recently made in a train of the 
Paris and Mediterranean Railway, which reminds one of ‘the 
celebrated Old Ford murder committed in a similar manner. The 
victim, Dr. Constantin James, a well-known Paris physician, 
while dozing in a first-class carriage, was set upon by his only 
fellow-traveller, who struck him several blows with a life-preserver. 
Luckily the train stopped unexpectedly, and the would-be assassin 
made off. He has since been captured, and proves to be a youth 
named Boulanger, from the department of Doubs, and is only 
seventeen years of age. 

M. Auber, who is in his eighty-eighth year, has finishe1 a new 
opera, entitled ‘* Réve d’ Amour,’’ which was successfully produced 
at the Opéra Comique on Monday evening; and the indefatigable 
Offenbach has presented us with two operas bouffes—‘* The 
Brigands”’ at the Variétés, and “The Princesse de Trébizonde’’ 
at the Bouffes Parisiennes—both of which may be termed new to 
the Parisian public, although Baden-Baden had the primeur of the 
latter at the end of last summer. Both operas appear to be as 
successful as the previous works of this popular composer. 

SPAIN. 

The Cortes, on the 15th inst., adopted, by an overwhelming 
majority, the motion for instituting an inquiry into the disap- 
pearance of the Crown jewels. In the sitting on the 16th Senor 
Rivero proposed, and the Chamber agreed, that a comnittee 
should be appointed to draw up a bill relating to the mods of tha 
election of a Sovereign. General Prim, in reply to a question, stated 
on the 18th that the candidature of the Duke of Genoa was in the 
same position as in the previous week. He added that the Dake 
would come to Spain; but that, even if he did not do so, the 
Government would have nothing to do with a Republic. The Cortes 
has adjourned till Jan. 2, for the Christmas recess, 

An attempt has been made in Madrid to assassinate Senor 
Salerno, an ex-Minister of Finance.

President Grant has nominated ex-Secretary Stanton to the post 
of Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Grier. 

Mr. Wells, Commissioner of the Revenue, in his report to 
Congress, recommends a modification of the tariff. 

In the sitting of the Senate on the 16th inst. Mr. Carpenter 
delivered a long and impressive speech in favour of recognising the 
Cuban insurgents as belligerents. Mr. Sumner spoke in opposition. 
On Saturday last the Senate, by 49 votes against 9, passod a bill 
providing for the reassembling of the old Logislature of Georgia, 
to include the negro members, and declaring the ratification of the 
suffrage amendment by that Legislature to boa condition which 
must be fulfilled previous to the admission of the Georgian delega- 
tion to Congress. On Tuesday the Senate confirmed, by 41 votes 
against 11, the appointment of Mr. Stanton as Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court.

Mr. George Peabody, and reciting the honours paid him by her 
Majesty, the London authorities, the French Emperor, and others, 
and also the extraordinary preparations for the transfer of his 
remains to America.

It is announced by way of 
New York that Governor M‘Dougall has raised a force of Indians 
and English breeds to suppress the ‘‘ insurrection’’ on the Red 
River. At Buffalo Mr. G. F. Train has made a speech expressing 
indignation that Governor M‘Dougall has been permitted by the 
American Government *‘to organise an armed force on American 
soil,”

A statement has been published in Norway of the results of the 
herring and cod fishery, during 1869, at the Lofoden Islands, an 
archipelago situated in the Arctic Ocean, on the west coast of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. The number of men occupied in that 
purevit was 22,000, the produce being that of an average year. The 
superintending naval force consisted, as usual, of one captain and 
four lieutenants. The persons engaged in this industry are almost 
exclusively the coast population of Nordland and Finmark Borgen; the 
oumber of vessels in the trade was 377, with crews amounting to 1791.

St. Stephen's Church, Hulme, the foundation-stone of which 
was laid in August, 1868, by the Earl of Ellesmere, was consecrated 
last Saturday by the Bishop of Manchester. A school-room was 
firet built in Gloucester-place, City-road; after that a parsonage 
house and other conveniences; and, finally, the church, which is 
now open for Divine service, and which has cost about £5000. For 
these conveniences the district is incebted to the munificence of Mr. 
Hugh Eirley, M.P., and his brothers, Messrs, Herbert and Arthur 
Birley, in whom the patronage of the living is vested. 

In Westminster Abbey, on Tuesday, Dr. Temple was conse- 
crated to the see of Exeter, Lord Arthur Hervey to that of Bath 
ard Wells, and Dr. W. H. Stirling toa Bishopric in the Falkland 
Islands, Written protests against Dr. Temple’s consecration had 
been sent in by the Bishops of Gloucester, Hereford, Lichfield, and

Christmas, 1545 (just before the end of @he 
Henry VIII.), witnessed the first sitting of the Council of 
Trent, and it held on until Christmas, 1563. The great 
Christian festival of 1869 beholds the opening of another 

Catholic Council, but its importance and its endurance will 
bear no comparison with those of its predecessors. Moreover, 
the latter settled the Church upon foundations that remain 
until this day. It may be that what a Council can do for the 
disturbance of those foundations is about to be done in Rome. 

“ The Council of Trent,” says Ranke, “is unquestionably the 
most important of any that have been held in the later ages of 
the Church. It severed the creed of Rome for ever from the 
Protestant doctrines. The entire system of dogmatic Catholicism, 
such as is still professed, arose out of the doctrine of justification 
as then expounded. The hierarchy was organised anew—theo- 
retically by the decrees concerning the consecration of the 
clergy, practically by the canons of reform.’’ To that Council 
| Rome is indebted for the decrees which—with awful curses 
against those who doubt—decide the canon of Scripture, and 
the right of the Church alone to be its interpreter,

But in the present case, as the 
Bishops ave the nominal legislators, there will be no need of 
a device to induce them to confer new power upon them- 
selves. 

But the great question of all, at least in the Pope's eyes, 
is that of the declaration of Infallibility. J* is certain that 
this has Déen the dominant idea in the mind of the venerable 
priest, and that he hoped that the Council of Rome would 
live in the memory of ages and in connection with this 


dogma. Indeed there was little else to enact. Trent 
did its work well, and left small trouble to its suc- 
cessor. The curious dictum in reference to the pedigree 


of the Blessed Virgin has already received all confirmation 
which was necessary. No new invention seems to have com- 
mended itself to the Pope; religious hydraulics suggested no 
improvement in holy water; religious optics supplied no 
advance in winking pictures. Even the rehabilitation of 
S. Januarius, after his demolition by heretic chemists, was not 
thought of, though it would have been a graceful compliment 
to the brave ex-Queen of Naples. There was nothing but the 
Infallibility. We are certain that six months ago neither 
Catholic nor Protestant entertained a doubt that this dogma 
would be voted—by the faithful with enthusiasm, by the 
thoughtful with a smile. Now we are told thatit isnot to be; 
that the Emperor of the French will not have it, that the 
Gallican and German Churches will not have it, and that even 
the Italians wish that it should not be brought forward.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


If a stage mountebank were to announce that he was impervious to 
musket-balls, and if he had been fired at several times by sup- 
posed confederates, and I were then to instruct a gamekeeper or a 
prize-rifleman to mount the stage and shoot his best, and he should 
*pot’’ that unfortunate mountebank, I believe that the authorities 
of my country would invite my attention, possibly in aa unpleasant 
way, to the sixth commandment. It appears to me that only ina 
degree would my proceedings differ from those which have recently 
been closed by the death of the poor little Welsh fasting girl, An 
examination into the case was most proper; but a very brief 
examination was more than sufficient to satisfy, I will not say 
medical men, but any intelligent observers, that sone deception 
was in practice. I do not impute wilful trick to the relatives of 
They had possibly been betrayed in the first instance by 
some curious phenomena into a species of self-deception, and a 
certain belief having fixed itself upon them, they were unwilling to 
disturb it by recourse to the means which would suggest themselves 
to more educated people. Perhaps, too, a certain element of 
superstition was not without its influence. But from the moment 
that they (in a creditable'manner) transferred the care of the child 
to medical science, the matter should have been treated medically. 
A few hours satistied the vigilant observer that the child was sinkin z. 
The trick, to use that word, being thus exploded, or, to write less 
harshly, it being made clear that the conditions of the cise weve not 
such as had been alleged, the patient ought to have been regarded 
as one who was tobe cured, if possible. Without needless suggestion 
of certain medical treatment, which will occur to all who have 
studied the reports of cases of inanition, one may say that there are 
means by which nature can be sustained in circumstances the most 
apyarently hopeless. These should have been tried. I do not gather 
from the evidence that such a course would have been opposed by 
the friends of the girl, but even if this had been the case the same 
remedy would have been open as is available when a child is known 
to be subject to ill treatment. A magistrate’s order would have 
invested the medical men with fullauthority. The course that was 
adopted, however, wastoaccept the statement of uneducated andcre- 
dulous persons as a basis of action, to surround the patient, or rather 
the victim, with a cordon which made nourishmentimpossible, ani to 
maintain this until a fatal result occurred. I need hardly say that 
I impute no moral blame to the medical men who had the conduct 
of this inquiry. They believed, no doubt (as I do), that deception in 
some form existed, and they thought that a few hours of real starva- 
tion would produce, if not confession, at all events evidence which 
would justify them in proclaiming an imposture. Unfortunately, 
they miscalculated the strength of the patient, or did not appre- 
ciate the influences which operated upon the mind of a diseased 
child, and the end was unhappy. There is no doubt that a miracle 
has been demolished, but it has been at the price of the life of a 
human being who was hardly responsible,

TENNYSON’S NEW POEMS.* 


These new poems, omitting from present notice four or five of mis- 
cellancous character, are to be received as additional ‘ Idylls of the 
King.” An epic poem, such as the Iliad of Homer, for instance, 
may be a combinat with organic unity of purpose, formed of 
several different narra’ and scenes, all bearing some historical or 
entative relation to the progress of one principal theme. These 
duly eubordinated each of which may have an independent 
existence as a distinct poem (it wasso with the Homeric ‘“‘rhapsodies’’) 
| long before the outline of the main design is completely defined, 
are either tales of actions, or else portraitures of various 
outward or inward conditions of life. But a short poem of the last- 
mentioned class, which is called an *idyll,”’ or “ represeutation,”’ 
may be cast in the form of a story as well as in tiat of a mere 
description, or of an autobiographic confession, or an unconscious 
eelf-revelation. One portion of Milton’s great epic is the Idyll 
of Eden, as another portion is the Idyll of Hell, and either 
might be read as a — by itself; the former, indeed, 
was taken separately and dramatised for the stage by Dryden. 
The idyllic story, however, must be simple, dealing with a group 
of figures, or a series of incidents, which can be understood apart 
| from other characters and events to be placed afterwards in cosmic 
relation with these by the world-wide comprehensiveness of the epic 
whole. For the epic, whether invented piecemeal and then har- 
perp beens into one —— body, or built up from first to 
last like Dante's “ Divina Commedia,” assumes to be the full and 
entire presentation of the idea of humanity in the age referred to— 
it may be the ancient Hellenic idea, the Roman civic idea, the 
medizval Catholic and Scholastic idea, the Italian Renaissance idea, 
or the English Puritan idea—with its faith, more or less sincere, 
in the holy gods above mortality, with its ruling passions 
and moral irations, and with its superstitions dread of 
malignant fiends below. Because the worthy conception of an 
| historically grand action, though but the military conquest of a 
city, the foundation of a colony, or the enterprise of the Crusaders 
in Palestine, naturally involves an appeal to all the vital senti- 
ments and beliefs of the men engaged in it, the epic poem becomes 
a true orama of the ethical conditions of their time. The prin- 
cipal hero of the epic is assumed to be the typical specimen of the 
best portion of mankind at that period, and to be committed to 
some achievement by which the human race—or his own nation, at 
least—or his own church, or aay: or party, shall be delivered from 
some great oppression or shall enabled to gain some lasting 
benefit and advancement. His own life may be sacrificed—Achilles 
did not live to see the capture of Troy—but his fight and toil must 
not be in vain He must be glorified and triumphant in his 
departure from this world. 

Such is the epic of the British King Arthur, seon in the beau- 
tiful light of a vast cycle of poetic legends, all of Celtic origin, but 
transformed in their passage through Latin chronicles and French 
romances of the thirteenth century till they lost all affinity of 
spirit with the primitive reminiscences of the Welsh and Breton 
races. That brave native Priace of the Cymry, who had in the sixth 
cent withstood the Saxon invaders along a frontier drawn from 
the hills of Shropshire to the Wiltshire Downs, and whose profession 
of Christianity, in opposition to the still heathen foreigners—it was 
before the mission of Augustine—had made him the idol of the 
patriotic British clergy, was then converted into a supreme patron 
of all virtues and graces of knightly manhood. For such was the 
ruling idea of the age of or ially of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, when the Crusades had led, as Hallam remarks, to the asso- 
ciation of religious enthusiasm with the love of martial prowess and 
adventure. Then the character of the saintly soldier (but not one of 
the Puritan type), a man of the camp and court who was also a man 
of devout spiritual ecstasy and fervent in prayer, a sworn champion

of Heaven, but likewise of his liege king and of the ladies, became 
familiar to the popular imagination in Western Europe. There 
was nothing affected or frivolous, but much that was fantastic and 
extravagant, in the pursuit of this ideal, which the noblest English- 
men and Frenchmen of that age, the gallant warriors forming a 
new order of gentility upon the decline of the feudal barons, 
cherished with a most passionate conviction. It -contri- 
buted, beyond doubt, in a very high degree, to chasten and 
refine the social opinion of Christendom, to root out the 
vices of barbarism, and to exalt the standard of moral con- 
duct and manners for English gentlemen, which has never 
been more admirably described than in the ‘‘ Knight”’ of Chaucer's 
Canterbury. Tales. Such was the pure spirit of chivalry; and the 
reconstruction of the Arthurian legends in this spirit, but from the 
more enlightened point of view which may be attained by a 
thoughtful observer of our own time—the nineteenth century 
having learned something, we hope, from the experience of the 
world since the thirteenth—is Mr. Tennyson’s chosen work. ther 
modern poets, Lord Lytton being the last and not the least, have 
tried their hands at it before. The Tennysonian epic of Arthur is 
now before us; the circle of his Idylls is rounded and whole. 

This circle of Arthurian idylls, which may hereafter be enlarged 
by the introduction of some more episodes consistent with the main 
argument of the entire poem, is now arranged in the following 
order :—1. The Coming of Arthur. 2. Geraint and Enid. 3. Merlin 
and Vivien. 4. Lancelot and Elaine. 5. The Holy Grail. 6. Pelleas 
| and Ettarre. 7. Guinevere. 8. The Passing of Arthur. These are 

the names, and this is the order, set forth in a note prefixed to the 
new volume, which contains four of the eight pieces—‘‘ The Coming 
of Arthur,’’ “‘ The Holy Grail,’’ “ Pelleas and Ettarre,”’ and *‘ The 
| Passing of Arthur.”’ The other four, then called simply by 
the names of their heroines—‘“ Enid,’’ ‘‘ Vivien,’’ ‘ Elaine,”’ 
and ‘* Guinevere ’’—were published some years ago in the 
volume, dedicated to the memory of Prince Albert, which was 
entitled “‘Idylls of the King.’’ The author has not yet told us 
the name he has chosen for the completed work ; but he intimates, 
in the note referred to, that the six books or cantos, as we may term 
them, intermediate between ‘‘The Coming of Arthur"’ and “ The 
Passing of Arthur,”’ should be comprehended under the designation 
of ** The Round Table.’”’ 
We would find the principal theme which gives unity of interest 
and purpose to these poetic sketches, and which ought to be sig- 
| nified by the future title of the epic. If we might copy the quaint 
style of those fine old didactic romances of the latter phase 
of chivalry, which the brave Spaniard Cervantes loved and 
honoured ‘while he smiled them away, we should call 
| “The Round Table of King Arthur; or, The Royal College 
of Virtue.’ For this seems to us, with sufficient precise- 
ness of meaning, to express the true subject of the whole series of 
idylls. It is not the political or military history of King Arthur 
that is here brought into view. That he came of unknown 
parentage and birth, the offspring of a reputed miracle, for which 
the Wizard Merlin alone could account, but the predestined heir of 
King Uther, after a disastrous interregnum, to restore law and 
order through the Celtic provinces of South Wales, Devon and 
Cornwall, and Brittany; to unite them as one realm, extending so 
far eastward as Salisbury Plain; to check the turbulence and ra- 
pacity of minor chieftains, and to repel the attack of the heathen, 
| Saxon, Dane, and Norse, who then made such fierce havoc by land 
and sea—of all this we are frequently reminded; but none of 
| this constitutes the real business of Tennyson’s poem. The Arthur

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This is Arthur's own description of his noble enterpriso—a task 
moral and social reform, to be accomplished ao up the 
example of a virtuous company of knights-and ladies, bound in 
their private as well as in their public life by certain vows of purity, 
vary and charity, which were far more important to his mind 
than the greatest victories in war. The six idylls of the Round 
Table are intended to show, by so many diverse instances, the pro- 
cess of corruption and dissolution of that Royal College of Virtue, 
as we may still call it, by the scandalous intrigue of Queen 
Guinevere with Sir Lancelot of the Lake. In every one of those 
separate s‘ories, and just as much where neither Guinevere nor 
Lancelot is present in action, the baneful effects and influences, 
direct or secondary, of that one crime are displayed with unfailing 
force. It is the bad example of the Queen that provoke: Geraint 
to distrust his own wife, Enid, whose humility and obedience, as a 
— slave of womanly affection, are represented with touchi: 
pathos in the first idyll of ‘‘The Round Table.” It isthe b 
example of the Queen that emboldens the harlot Vivien to tempt 
wise old Merlin with her sensual allurements, and to bind him 
in a shameful prison of slothful obscurity with the mystic spell 
of which she has robbed him in their hour of wanton dalliance 
in the forest shade. It is the fatal attachment of Lancelot to the 
Queen that prevents him from accepting the frank, chaste love of 
poor Elaine, the lily maid of Astolat, and brings her lifeless body, 
convoyed by the speechless boatman, to greet him sadly with a 
mute reproach at the palace windows of Camelot, when the jealous 
Guinevere has cast his precious gift into the river beneath. It is 
the revulsion of moral feeling against this patent sin of adultery 
in the high places of Arthur's Court, ‘and 1 the passionate desire 
of redemption by a special manifestation Divine grace, 
which drives the best and bravest of his "sights t» 
waste the strength of their useful Order in the visionary 
quest of the Grail; while Lancelot himself, goaded into mad- 
ness by his despairing agony of remorse, finds that his spiritual 
degradation has made him unable to see the holy thing when he 
has forced his way into the fiery chamber where it lay. It is the 
misconduct of the Queen that gives countenance to the grosser 
licentiousness of Ettarre and Gawain, and sends young Pelleas 
home, ina frenzy of righteous ra to challenge Lancelot as a 
traitor and to denounce the vices of the Royal Court. The whole 
Round Table is defiled and destroyed by this one source of general 
mischief. Civil wars ensue, first between the King and Lancelot, 
then between Arthur and his usurping nephew Modred, who calls 
in the savage heathen to assist his rebellion; and then is 
fought in Lyonnesse, on the sandy coast of the dreary western sea, 
on the last day of chill December, that last and fiercest battle which 
leaves all men of both armies, save only Arthur and his faithful 
Bevidere, dead corpses half-shrouded in the white mist of winter.

The description of the 
wee pes: battle, till the hero-king is left morta'ly wounded on the 
eld of his profitless victory, tended by the sole survivor of the 
loyal soldiers he ,had led, is now given for the first 
time. Every reader must recollect the hurling of the wondrous 
sword Excalibar into the lonely mere, and the rising of the white- 
robed arm out of the water, to catch its jewelled hilt and to 
brandish its ever-victorious blade, as a signal for the solemn 
funeral barge that approaches to bear the noble Arthur to 
the island of blessed souls. These supernatural incidents, which 
have, doubtless, a profound allegorical meaning—the Lady of 
the Lake may be a type of immortality, and the three fair 
ig the Divine guardians of Arthur's spirit, may be the

ment of ee ete worming of this kind in the whole poem, 
however fanciful it may appear, is devoid of a mystic significance ; 
and more particularly in that part which treats of the Quest of the 
Holy Grail or vision of the cup from which the Saviour drank at the 
Last Supper, and which received His blood at the Cross, we find a 
profusion of symbolical images which requires a Daniel to interpret 
its hidden sense. We shall not attempt such a perilous task. It is 
enough to have indicated what we conceive to be the main design of 
the whole epic of ‘‘King Arthur's Round Table”’ and to have 
shown its outline pervading all these grand and graceful stories of 
ancient chivalry, hallowed by the doctrines and precepts of 
Christian philosophy, and tempered with the ripe experience and 
science of the modern world. 

We turn back again to the worn pages of the old volume, wh'ch 
has been our companion this quarter of a centary past, and in 
which the * Morte d’Arthur”’ first won our heart and mind. We 
feel ourselves, as in the dream of one who then heard it roai 
aloud, waiting in a crowd of others—here in England, in the reign 
of Victoria—for the arrival of a bark that, blowing forvard, bore 
King Arthur to our shore, not like a mailed knight of the Middle 
Ages, but rather 

Like a modern gentleman 
Of stateliest port; and all the people crie1, 
** Arthur is come again ; he cannot die.” 
Then those that stood upon the hills behind 
Repeated, ‘‘ Come again, and thrice as fair.” 
And further inland voices echoed, ‘‘ Come 
With all good things, and war shall be no more.” 
At this a hundred bells began to peal, 
That with the sound I woke, and heard indeed 
The clear church bells ring in the Christmas mora.

THE CLARE MARKET CHARITIES. 

We desire earnestly to invite the Christmas bounty of some of our 
readers to aid the charitable institutions in the squalid and crowded 
neighbourhood of Clare Market, which forms part of our own 
parish, St. Clement Danes. The maze of narrow streets between 
the Strand and the south-west corner of Lincoln’s-inn-fields contains 
as needy a population as can be found anywhere west of Tempie 
Bar ; and the efforts both of the clergy, under the Rev. Mr. Simpson, 
the parish rector, and of the benevolent ladies and gentlemen 
who are associated together in support of the local Mission, deserve 
a liberal share of public assistance. The house at No. 6, Denzell- 
street, which is occupied by the day-schools and is used in the 
evenings for the ** Penny Readings,’’ the ‘‘ Mothers’ Meetings,’’ 
the “Sick and Relief Society,’ and other institutions of social 
beneficence, presents a very interesting scene between one and two 
o’clock on those days of the week when the poor children attending 
the day-schools are treated with a whvlesome dinner of pease- 
—- There are two rooms, one of which is tolerably large, 

ing the whole of the ground floor, pretty well lighted and venti- 
lated; but the lower room, or rather front cellar, which is used for 
the infant echool, is confined and dismal. It is the one shown in 
our Illustration. When 130 children are there assembled, the boys 
on one side and the girls on the other, every one holding his or her 
basin, cup, jug, mug, or gallipot, fetched in haste from their 
wretched homes to receive the warm mess of nourishing food, it is 
a lively place enough. The whole number of children who are 
Gaily taught and weekly fed at these schools is between two and 
three hundred ; but they are divided into two companies, to whom a 
meal is given on separate days—we believe, on the Tuesday and 
Thursday of each week. The schoolmistress is Miss Taylor, and 
Mr. John Palmer is manager of the whole. Yesterday, being 
Christmas Eve, there was a special treat, instead of the ordinary 
pease-porridge dinner; and there will be a good supper of meat and 
pudding on Monday evening next; for which cause, and for many 
other reasons, needing few additional words of persuasion, we com- 
mend the Clare Market works of beneficence to those who have a 
little money to spare for deeds of human kindness at this appro- 
priat c season,

At the annual meeting, on Monday, of the friends of the Leeds 
Ragged end Industrial Schools, it was stated that an anonymous 
donor had presented to the institution £2009, for the purpose of 
increasing and improving the accommodation for girls. 


At a meeting of the Bolton Town Council, last weak, a letter 
was read from the executors of the late Mr. Alderman Heywood, 
offering £270 for the erection of tennis courts in the Heywood 
recreation-ground which the deceased gentleman presented to the 
town a few years ago. 

The Joshua life-boat of the National Life-Boat Institution was 
instrumental, on the 20th inst., in rescuing the crew of ten men 
from the distressed Austrian barque Suez. Three days previously 
the Palling life-boat Parsee, which also belongs to the Life-Boat 
Society, was the means of saving two men from the wreck of the 
brig Echo, of London. Both services were performed in very 
boisterous weather. 


The Misses Carter of Harrogate have been engaged during the 
past three or four years in preparing needle and fancy work, and 
afterwards disposing of the same at bazaars held at their house, for 
the purpose of realising the entire cost of a life-boat. The last 
bazaar has just been held, and the sum of £420 has now been realised 
altogether by these sales of the ladies’ handiwork, which amount is 
at the disposal of the National Life-Boat Institution, for the 
purpose of placing an additional life-boat on the coast. 


Public attention having been called to a case in which it was 
alleged that Sarah Jacobs, a girl in Carmarthenshire, had taken no 
food for many months, some controversy followed, and eventually, 
with the consent of the parents, professional nurses from Guy’s 
Hospital were engaged to attend her. The girl for six days and 
nights was closely watched. Yesterday week the poor girl 
became delirious, and died shortly afterwards. Her death is the 
subject of a coroner's inquest, which was not concluded when we 
went to press with our first edition.

The Queen has granted her license and authority to the Hon. 
William Fraucis Cowper to use the name of Temple in addition to 
his own, and also to wear the arms of Temple quarted with those of 
Cowper, in compliance with the will of the iate Lord Palmerston. 


Lord Clarendon has addressed to M. de Lesseps the congratula- 
tions of the British Government on the completion of the Suez 
Canal, adding that in so doing he expresses the sentiments both of 
her Majesty Queen Victoria and the English public. 

In London last week 2229 births and 1566 deaths were registered, 
the latter having exceeded the estimated number by 25, but it fell 
short of the number in the previous week by 193. The deaths from 
zymotic diseases were 404, the corrected average number being 359. 
Eight persons died from smallpox, 26 from measles, 186 from 
ecarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 62 from whooping-cough, 12 from 
typhus fever, 16 from enteric fever, 16 from simple continued fevor, 
and 14 from diarrhaa. The deaths from scarlet fever were less by 
23 than the number registered in the previous week. Last week the 
rate of mortality in London was 26 per 1000, while in thirteen other 
large towns of the United Kingdom it was 29. The city with the 
lowest rate was Dubiin, where it was 4; while 40, the highost, was 
reccadcd in Gleagow. 
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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Supposing that any person attending the debates of the House of 
Commons was for a time to close his eyes (not a very violent 
supposition), and, while in that condition, was to hear some 
one begin to speak in such high-pitched tones, such sound | 
and fury, such extremity of expression, such heedless | 
rhetoric, such poe any A to personality, such bitterness of political | 
feeling, as to render his declamation akin to that of an enraged | 
screech-owl, it might be thought that a very young member | 
had wound himself up to the utmost strain of his faculties, mental 
and physical, and was in a state of tension, owing to an 
inner fear that he might at any moment break down. When 
the said observer opened his eyes he would perceive that the speaker 
was gesticulating in exact proportion to his vocal vehemence; and 
that he was a very tall, very thin, very haggard, and very grey 
gentleman, whose appearance generally belies his fifty-one years, 
inasmuch as, judging from his countenance, he might be ‘taken 
to sixty-five. This it would be learnt was Lord John 
Manners, who, during a memberdom of nearly thirty years, has 
never been able to acquire the mode and manner of the 
House of Commons, and who always so delivers himself as to 
suggest recollections of the style of “cursing” of certain 
ladies whose characters are described in the very plainest words 
by Hamlet the Dane. Inthe House, whether in or out of office, 
Lord Jobn appears to be always in a chronic state of spleneticism, 
to be angry with his opponents, to be displeased with his col- 
leagues, and to be furious with himself because he cannot be suf- | 
ficiently rancorous in the expression of his dissatisfaction with all | 
men oud things connected with the body politic. And yet many | 
people know him to be a kindly, generous, warm-hearted | 
man, gevial in many ways; amongst his genialities, it is said, 
being the fact that he has a good cook and is a master 
of convivial hospitalities. It will be noted, then, that Lord 
Jchn Manners appears abnormally in the House; and it is 
quite intelligible that when he is in a position which is satis- 
factory to his political feelings the warmth and energy 
which he throws into his Parliamentary speeches, with a dis- | 
agreeable tone about them, would be acceptable and - more to | 
an avdience with which he sympathised and which he was con- 
gratulating. Such an occasion must have been specially pleasant 
to him, os that on which he assisted in the inauguration of a 
Working Man's Conservative Association in the generally Liberal 
borough of Leicester. Firstly, there he was in the midst of the 
enemy's camp, mustering a force with which to carry on, as 
it were, an intramural contest; there was a partial realisation 
of one of his theories, the natural entente cordiale between 
Toryism and the labouring classes, which waz held by him 
when he was a prominent “‘ Young England”’ politician, 
together with the re-establishment of maypoles onl morris- 
dances as means for the restoration of the happy times of the 
Middle Ages. There he was free; a chartered libertine of Con- 
servatism, escaped from the withering influence of Disraelism; 
without a check to the utterances which came from the exuberance 
of his heart. It must have been an animating spectacle; and, 
doubtless, his ‘‘ wild shrieks of liberty ’’ were echoed by the repre- 
sentatives present of that, on the face of it, increasing body, the 
Conservative and Protectionist working man. The novelty of his 
position on this occasion has naturally tempted a disquisition on 
Lord Jcbn Manners, whom, notwithstanding his Parliamentary | 
virulence, no one personally dislikes, and not the less, perhaps, | 
because those whom he most anathematises can adopt the saying 
which the late Lord Derby once applied to a persistent, almost per- 
sonal, opponent in the House of Lords—viz., that his ‘railing 
amuses him and does not hurt them.’’ 

In the noble Lord’s train at Leicester there were two of his col- 
leagues in the representation of the county who are neophytes, and 
of whom, as a rule, something might be said in this place. There 
is a difliculty about Mr. Clowes, who practically fought the battle 
of the Conservatives in North Leicestershire at the last elec- 
tion, inasmuch as up to the present time observers of 
the House bave not been able to single him out of the | 
mass of new memberdom. On the other hand, Mr. Albert

TENNYSON’S NEW POEMS.* 


These new poems, omitting from present notice four or five of mis- 
cellancous character, are to be received as additional ‘‘ Idylls of the 
King.’’ An epic poem, such as the Iliad of Homer, for instance, 
may be a combination, with organic unity of purpose, formed of 
several different narratives and scenes, all bearing some historical or 
argumentative relation to the progress of one principal theme. These 
duly subordinated passages, each of which may have an independent 
existence as a distinct poem (it wasso with the Homeric “‘ rhapsodies’’) 
long before the outline of the main design is completely defined, 
are either tales of particular actions, or else portraitures of various 
outward or inward conditions of life. But a short poem of the last- 
mentioned class, which is called an *‘idyll,’’ or ‘‘ represeutation,’’ 
may be cast in the form of a story as well as in that of a mere 
description, or of an autobiographic confession, or an unconscious 
eelf-revelation. One portion of Milton’s great epic is the Idyll 
of Eden, as another portion is the Idyll of Hell, and either 
might be read as a em by itself; the former, inieed, 
was taken separately and dramatised for the stage by Dryden. 
The idyllic story, however, must be simple, dealing with a group 
of figures, or a series of incidents, which can be understood apart 
from other characters and events to be placed afterwards in cosmic 
relation with these by the world-wide comprehensiveness of the epic 
whole. For the epic, whether invented piecemeal and then har- 
moniously wrought into one living body, or built up from first to 
last like Dante’s ‘“‘ Divina Commedia,”’ assumes to be the full and 
entire presentation of the idea of humanity in the age referred to— 
it may be the ancient Hellenic idea, the Roman civic idea, the 
medizval Catholic and Scholastic idea, the Italian Renaissance idea, 


the holy gods above mortality, with its ruling passions 
and moral aspirations, and with its superstitious dread of 
malignant fiends below. Because the worthy conception of an 
historically grand action, though but the military conquest of a 


in Palestine, naturally involves an appeal to all the vital senti- 
ments and beliefs of the men engaged in it, the epic poem becomes 
a true panorama of the ethical conditions of their time. The prin- 


best portion of mankind at that period, and to be committed to 
some achievement by which the human race—or his own nation, at 
least—or his own church, or society, or party, shall be delivered from 
some great oppression or shall be enabled to gain some lasting 
benefit and advancement. His own life may be sacrificed—Achilles 
did not live to see the capture of Troy—but his fight and toil must 
not be in vain He must be glorified and triumphant in his 
departure from this world. 

Such is the epic of the British King Arthur, seon in the beau- 
tiful light of a vast cycle of poetic legends, all of Celtic origin, but 
transformed in their passage through Latin chronicles and French 
romances of the thirteenth century till they lost all affinity of 
spirit with the primitive reminiscences of the Welsh and Breton 
races. That brave native Prince of the Cymry, who had in the sixth 
century withstood the Saxon invaders along a frontier drawn from 
the hills of Shropshire to the Wiltshire Downs, and whose profession 
of Christianity, in opposition to the still heathen foreigners—it was 
before the mission of Augustine—had made him the idol of the 
patriotic British clergy, was then converted into a supreme patron 
of all virtues and graces of knightly manhood. For such was the 
ruling idea of the age of chivalry—especially of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, when the Crusades had led, as Hallam remarks, to the asso- 
ciation of religious enthusiasm with the love of martial prowess and 


the Puritan type), a man of the camp and court who was also a man 
of devout spiritual ecstasy and fervent in prayer, a sworn champion 
of Heaven, but likewise of his liege king and of the ladies, became 
familiar to the popular imagination in Western Europe. There 
was nothing affected or frivolous, but much that was fantastic and 
extravagant, in the pursuit of this ideal, which the noblest English- 
men and Frenchmen of that age, the gallant warriors forming a 
new order of gentility upon the decline of the feudal barons, 
cherished with a most passionate conviction. It -contri- 
buted, beyond doubt, in a very high degree, to chasten and 
refine the social opinion of Christendom, to root out the 
vices of barbarism, and to exalt the standard of moral con- 
duct and manners for English gentlemen, which has never 
been more admirably described than in the ‘‘ Knight’’ of Chaucer's 
Canterbury Tales. Such was the pure spirit of chivalry; and the 
reconstruction of the Arthurian legends in this spirit, but from the 
more enlightened point of view which may be attained by a 
thoughtful observer of our own time—the nineteenth century 
having learned something, we hope, from the experience of the 
world since the thirteenth—is Mr. Tennyson's chosen work. Other 
modern poets, Lord Lytton being the last and not the least, have 
tried their hands at it before. The Tennysonian epic of Arthur is | 
now before us; the circle of his Idylls is rounded and whole. 

This circle of Arthurian idylls, which may hereafter be enlarged 
by the introduction of some more episodes consistent with the main | 
argument of the entire poem, is now arranged in the following | 
order :—1. The Coming of Arthur. 2. Geraint and Enid. 3. Merlin | 
and Vivien. 4. Lancelot and Elaine. 5. The Holy Grail. 6. I 
and Ettarre. 7. Guinevere. 8. The Passing of Arthur. These 
the names, and this is the order, set forth in a note prefixed to the 
new volume, which contains four of the eight pieces—‘*‘ The Coming | 
of Arthur,’’ ‘‘ The Holy Grail,’ ‘‘ Pelleas and Ettarre,”’ and ** The 
Passing of Arthur.”’ The other four, then called simply by 
the names of their heroines—‘‘ Enid,’’ ‘‘ Vivien,’’ ‘‘ Elaine,”’ 
and ‘** Guinevere ’’—were published some years ago in the 
volume, dedicated to the memory of Prince Albert, which was 
entitled “‘Idylls of the King.’’ The author has not yet told us 
the name he has chosen for the completed work ; but he intimates, 
in the note referred to, that the six books or cantos, as we may term 











Passing of Arthur,’’ should be comprehended under the designation 
of ** The Round Table.’’ 

We would find the principal theme which gives unity of interest 
and purpose to these poetic sketches, and which ought to be sig- 
nified by the future title of the epic. If we might copy the quaint 
style of those fine old didactic romances of the latter phase 
of chivalry, which the brave Spaniard Cervantes loved and | 
while he emiled them away, we should call it 
“The Round Table of King Arthur; or, The Royal College 
of Virtue.”’ For this seems to us, with sufficient precise- | 
ness of meaning, to express the true subject of the whole series of 
idylls. It is not the political or military history of King Arthur 
that is here brought into view. That he came of unknown 
parentage and birth, the offspring of a reputed miracle, for which 
the Wizard Merlin alone could account, but the predestined heir of 
King Uther, after a disastrous interregnum, to restore law and 
order through the Celtic provinces of South Wales, Devon and | 
Cornwall, and Brittany; to unite them as one realm, extending so 
far eastward as Salisbury Plain; to check the turbulence and ra- | 
pacity of minor chieftains, and to repel the attack of the heathen, 
Saxon, Dane, and Norse, who then made such fierce havoc by land 
and sea—of all this we are frequently reminded; but none of 
this constitutes the real business of Tennyson's poem. The Arthur 
of chivalry, besides being a warrior and statesman, is the founder of a 
renowned school of honour and valour, of loyalty, courtesy, and 
liberality, through which he undertakes the moral instruction of his 
age and nation :— 

For I was first of all the kings who drew 
The knighthood-errant of this realm and all 
The realms together, under me, their head, 
In that fair order of my Table Round, 
A glorious company, the flower of men, 
To serve as model for the mighty world, 
And be the fair bes, “aning of a time 
I made them lay the.’ hands in mine and swear 
To reverence the King, as if he were 
Their conscience, and ti cir conscience as their King ; 
To break the heathen ani uphold the Christ ; 
To ride abroad, redressin human wrongs; 
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To speak no slander, no, nor listen to it; 
To lead sweet lives, in purest chastity ; 

To love one maiden only, cleave to her, 
And worship her by years of noble deeds 
Until they won her ; for indeed I knew 

Of no more subtle master under heaven 
‘Than is the maiden passion for a maid, 

Not only to keep down the base in man, 
But teach high thought, and amiable words, 
And courtliness, and the desire of fame, 
And love of truth, and all that makes a man. 


This is Arthur’s own description of his noble enterpriso—a task of 
moral and social reform, to be accomplished by setting up tho 
example of a virtuous company of knights: and ladies, bound in 
their private as well as in their public life by certain vows of purity 
fidelity, and charity, which were far more important to his mind 
than the greatest victories in war. The six idylls of the Round 
Table are intended to show, by so many diverse instances, the pro- 
cess of corruption and dissolution of that Royal College of Virtue, 
as we may still call it, by the scandalous intrigue of Queen 
Guinevere with Sir Lancelot of the Lake. In every one of those 
separate s‘ories, and just as much where neither Guinevere no- 
Lancelot is present in action, the baneful effects and influences, 
direct or secondary, of that one crime are displayed with unfailing 
force. It is the bad example of the Queen that provoke; Geraint 
to distrust his own wife, Enid, whose humility and obedience, as a 
very slave of womanly affection, are represented with touching 
pathos in the first idyll of *‘The Round Table.’ It isthe bad 
example of the Queen that emboldens the harlot Vivien to tempt 
wise old Merlin with her sensual allurements, and to bind him 
in a shameful prison of slothful obscurity with the mystic spell 
of which she has robbed him in their hour of wanton dalliance 
in the forest shade. It is the fatal attachment of Lancelot to the 
Queen that prevents him from accepting the frank, chaste love of 
poor Elaine, the lily maid of Astolat, and brings her lifeless body, 
convoyed by the speechless boatman, to greet him sadly with a 
mute reproach at the palace windows of Camelot, when the jealous 
Guinevere has cast his precious gift into the river beneath. It is 
the revulsion of moral feeling against this patent sin of adultery 
in the high places of Arthur's Court, {and the passionate desire 
of redemption by a_ special manifestation of Divine grace, 
which drives the best and bravest of his knights t» 
waste the strength of their useful Order in the visionary 
quest of the Grail; while Lancelot himself, goaded into mad- 
ness by his despairing agony of remorse, finds that his spiritual 
degradation has made him unable to see the holy thing when he 
has forced his way into the fiery chamber where it lay. It is the 
misconduct of the Queen that gives countenance to the grosser 
licentiousness of Ettarre and Gawain, and sends young Pelleas 
home, ina frenzy of righteous rage, to challenge Lancelot as a 
traitor and to denounce the vices of the Royal Court. The whole 
Round Table is defiled and destroyed by this one source of general 
mischief. Civil wars ensue, first between the King and Lancelot, 
then between Arthur and his usurping nephew Modred, who calls 
in the savage heathen to assist his rebellion; and then is 
fought in Lyonnesse, on the sandy coast of the dreary western sea, 
on the last day of chill December, that last and fiercest battle which 
leaves all men of both armies, save only Arthur and his faithful 
Bevidere, dead corpses half-shrouded in the white mist of winter. 
**The Passing of Arthur,”’ as narrated in Tennyson's new volume, is 
an extension of that well-known fragment, the ‘‘ Morte d’ Arthur,’’ 
which he published so long ago as 1842. The description of the 
previous battle, till the hero-king is left morta'ly wounded on the 
field of his profitless victory, tended by the sole survivor of the 
loyal soldiers he had led, is now given for the first 
time. Every reader must recollect the hurling of the wondrous 
sword Excalibar into the lonely mere, and the rising of the white- 
robed arm out of the water, to catch its jewelled hilt and to 
brandish its ever-victorious blade, as a signal for the solemn 
funeral barge that approaches to bear the noble Arthur to 
the island of blessed souls. These supernatural incidents, which 
have, doubtless, a profound allegorical meaning—the Lady of 
the Lake may be a type of immortal’ty, and the three fair 
Queens, the Divine guardians of Arthur's epirit, may be the 
three Christian Graces—will be found to correspond with the 
marvels described in ** The Coming of Arthnr.’’ at tha commence. 
ment of the poetic history. Nothing of this kind in the whole poem, 
however fanciful it may appear, is devoid of a mystic significance ; 
and more particularly in that part which treats of the Quest of the 
Holy Grail or vision of the cup from which the Saviour drank at the 
Last Supper, and which received His blood at the Cross, we find a 
profusion of symbolical images which requires a Daniel to interpret 
its hidden sense. We shall not attempt such a perilous ‘isk. It is 
enough to have indicated what we conceive to be the main design of 
the whole epic of ‘‘King Arthur's Round Table’’ and to have 
shown its outline pervading all ‘hese grand and graceful stories of 
ancient chivalry, hallowed by the doctrines and precepts of 
Christian philosophy, and tempered with the ripe experience and 
science of the modern world.

The last carcass has been cleared out of the Agricultural Hall, 
which wound up its Smithfield Club drama with a “ foot-and- 
mouth”? slaughter-house scene. The late Mr. Foljambe’s white ox 
waskilled on the Thursday. He was cocrippled that he did not rise for 
twenty-four hours, and the first time they caught him up they took 
him cut and slaughtered him, as a railroad ride back to his pur- 
chaser at Worksop was impossible. Lord Aylesford’s “‘ pluralist 
steer” isa proof of the necessity of beginning to feed from the 
post; but still the opinion is almost universal that Messrs. Martins’ 
ox, Which he beat at Birmingham, was the best in the hall. The 
Merton Southdowns of '69 will long be talked of; and John Day 
left the building grasping a bouquet of six rosettes in his stalwart 
right hand. One of the best sheep combinations we met with was 
apen between a Lincoln and a Hampshire Down. Taking the show 
throughout, and excluding the Herefords, Welsh, Irish, Suffolk 
Polls, Longhorns, Poll Angus, Oxford Downs, and Mountain sheep, 
there were specimens in many of the departments equal, if not

might challenge any other year in the lump. The attendance 
which reached 110,201, was about 581 below last year. The country 
Christmas shows seem to have been hardly so great as usual.

A ‘“‘ Bates upon Fawsley’’ was 
sco:d at Mr. Meakins’s for 210 gs., by Mr. Strafford, and went to 
Wateringbury. At Berwick Mr. Alexander Borthwick, of Kilham, 
poe the prize for half-bred Dinmonts, and four of them made £5 
each, 

From a statement signed by the owner of the cattle and the 
secretary of the Buchan Agricuitural Society, Reid’s cattle-waggon 
feems to have made a successful trip. A dozen cattle were selected 
for the experiment and ‘‘ subjected to a uniform course of feeding ”’ 
for some time before. The half-dozen in the patent waggon were 
confined in it fifty-six hours, or fifteen hours longer than those 
which went by the ordinary truck and were kept in their byre till 
the latest moment.

Mr. Peabody’s will has been proved in the Probate Court. As 
much interest attaches to it, and as many bequests have been 
erroneously reported, we give the main provisions in full. The 
ow property in England is sworn under £400,000 :—‘“‘ I, George 

eabody, gentleman, do make this my last will and testament. 
Firstly. I direct that my remains shall be sent to my native town of 
Danvers, now incorporated, by the name of Peabody, in the county 
of Essex and commonwealth of Massachusetts, in that part of the 
United States of America called New England, and be deposited in 
the ground appropriated to that purpose in the cemetery of 
Harmony Grove, in Salem, in said county (near the Peabody town 
line), under the direction of my executors, hereinafter named. 
Secondly. I give and bequeath to Henry West, of 22, Old Broad- 
street, London, the sum of £2200; and, in the event of his decease, 
to his wife, Louisa West; and, in the event of her decease, to his 
surviving children, to share and share alike. Thirdly. I give and 
bequeath to Thomas Perman, of 22, Old Broad-street, London, the

stokes. Asan ogriculturist he stood very high, with Mr. Woods as his 
faim egent. Five times he took the gold medal or silver cup with 
his Leicesters at the Smithfield Club, and he also won with his 
Southdowns and his shorthorns. Latterly his herd had come well 
to the fore, and he stood firmly upon the Booth blood. Robin

The will of the late Marquis of Westminster has been sworn to 
by the executors, and is now with the proper officers of the Court of 
Probate, and may be expected shortly to pass the seal of that court. 

The will of the Right Rev. Henry Phillpotts, D.D., Lord Bishop 
of Exeter and Canon of Durham, was proved at Exeter, on the 10th 
inst., under £60,000 personalty. He has left £10,000 towards the 
endowment of a theological college in his diocese. The residue of 
his property he leaves amongst his sons and daughters. 

The will of the Venerable Hugh Chambres Jones, M.A., for- 
merly Archdeacon of Essex, and Treaurer of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
late of 13, Portland-place, but who died at his country seat, Bryn-

THE CLARE MARKET CHARITIES. 


We desire earnestly to invite the Christmas bounty of some of our 
readers to aid the charitable institutions in the squalid and crowded 
neighbourhood of Clare Market, which forms part of our own 
parish, St, Clement Danes. The maze of narrow streets between 
the Strand and the south-west corner of Lincoln’ s-inn-fields contains 
as needy a population as can be found anywhere west of Temple 
Bar ; and the efforts both of the clergy, under the Rev. Mr. Simpson, 
the parish rector, and of the benevolent ladies and gentlemen 
who are associated together in support of the local Mission, deserve 
a liberal share of public assistance. The house at No. 6, Denzell- 
street, which is occupied by the day-schools and is used in the 
evenings for the ‘* Penny Readings,’’ the ‘‘ Mothers’ Meetings,’’ 
the ‘Sick and Relief Society,’’ and other institutions of social 
beneficence, presents a very interesting scene between one and two 
o’clock on those days of the week when the poor children attending 
the day-schools are treated with a wholesome dinner of pease- 
porridge. There are two rooms, one of which is tolerably large, 
being the whole of the ground floor, pretty well lighted and venti- 
lated; but the lower room, or rather front cellar, which is used for 
the infant sechoc], is confined and dismal. It is the one shown in 
our Illustration. When 130 children are there assembled, the boys 
on one side and the girls on the other, every one holding his or her 
basin, cup, jug, mug, or gallipot, fetched in haste from their 
wretched homes to receive the warm mess of nourishing food, it is 
a lively place enough. The whole number of children who are 
Caily taught and weekly fed at these schools is between two and 
three hundred ; but they are divided into two companies, to whom a 
meal is given on separate days—we believe, on the Tuesday and 
Thursday of each week. The schoolmistress is Miss Taylor, and 
Mr. John Palmer is manager of the whole. Yesterday, being 
Christmas Eve, there was a special treat, instead of the ordinary 
pease-porridge dinner; and there will be a good supper of meat and 
pudding on Monday evening next; for which cause, and for many 
other reacons, needing few additional words of persuasion, we com- 
mend the Clare Market works of beneficence to those who have a 
little money to spare for deeds of human kindness at this appro- 
priat e season,

At a meeting of the Bolton Town Council, last weak, a letter 
was read from the executors of the late Mr. Alderman Heywood, 
offering £270 for the erection of tennis courts in the Heywood 
recreation-ground which the deceased gentleman presented to the 
town a few years ago. 

The Joshua life-boat of the National Life-Boat Institution was 
instrumental, on the 20th inst., in rescuing the crew of ten men 
from the distressed Austrian barque Suez. Three days previously 
the Palling life-boat Parsee, which also belongs to the Life-Boat 
Society, was the means of saving two men from the wreck of the 
brig Echo, of London, Both services were performed in very 
boisterous weather. 

The Misses Carter of Harrogate have been engaged during the 
past three or four years in preparing needle and fancy work, and 
afterwards disposing of the same at bazaars held at their house, for 
the purpose of realising the entire cost of a life-boat. The last 
bazaar has just been held, and the sum of £420 has now been realised 
altogether by these sales of the ladies’ handiwork, which amount is 
at the disposal of the National Life-Boat Institution, for the 
rpoce of placing an additional life-boat on the coast. 

Public attention having been called to a case in which it was 
alleged that Sarah Jacobs, a girl in Carmarthenshire, had taken no 
food for many months, some controversy followed, and eventually, 
with the consent of the parents, professional nurses from Guy's 
Hospital were engaged to attend her. The girl for six days and 
nights was closely watched. Yesterday week the poor girl 
became delirious, and died shortly afterwards, Her death is the 
subject of a coroner's inquest, which was not concluded when we 
went to press with our first edition. 

The local examinations of Cambridge University have been held

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LAW AND POLICE. 


In the Court of Queen’s Bench, sitting at 
Guildhall, on Wedneaday, at Nisi Prius, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and a special jury, the 
ease of “‘The Queen v. Gurney and Others’’ was 
brought to a close, that being the ninth day of the 
trial, It was an indictment inst Mr. J. I. 
Gurney, Mr. H. E. Gurney, Mr. R. Birkbeck, Mr. 
H. F. Barclay, Mr. H. G. Gordon, and Mr. 
Rennie, in su for conspiring together to 
cheat and defraud the public by false and frauda- 
lent representations of the value and position of 
their business as merchants upon the occasion of 
transferring that business, on July 31, 1865, to the 

ublic company called ‘‘ Overend, Gurney, and 

‘©., Limited,’”’ which, with many others, failed 
so miserably on May 16, 1866. The jury, retired 
to consider their verdict at two o'clock, ‘and re- 
turned in a quarter of an hour. The foreman 
said they found the defendants ‘“‘ Not guilty. 
The announcement was received with great cheer- 
ing and waving of hats. Dr. Kenealy applied for 
the expenses of the prosecution. The Lord Chief 
Justice said, as he did not approve of the prosecu- 
tion joining the new directors with the members 
of the old firm in the indictment, he would not 
allow costs, even if he had power to allow them, 
which he was informed he had not when an indict- 
ment was removed to that court by writ of cer- 
tiorari. 

The will case of ‘‘ Rayson v. Parton and Page,’ 
which occupied the Court of Probate several days, 
was brought toa close yesterday week, when th 
jury found a verdict to the effect that at the time 
the will was executed the testator was not of sound 
mind, and that he did not know or approve of te 
contents. 

In the Court of Exchequer, yesterday week, an 
action brought by Mr. Morris against the Gas 
Light and Coke Company for malicious prosecu- 
tion was brought to a conclusion. The plaintiff 
was the occupier of Savile House, Leicester- 
square, when the building and its contents were 
destroyed by fire in February, 1865; and, as the 
fire was avowedly attributable to the negligence 
of the company’s servants, he made a claim for 
damages. The company, on the other hand, pro- 
secuted him for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences, but he was acquitted. He now brought 
an action for malicious prosecution, and the com- 

ny has consented to a verdict, with £1500 
Somages. 


Charles Trevor, alias Horace Wright, the 
* gentleman highwayman,’’ whose exploits in the 
outskirts of Cambridge were related some weeks 
ago, has been sentenced to nine months’ imprison- 
ment.

POST OFFICE NOTICES. 

Dog licenses will be issued on and after Jan. 1, 
1870, to the public at all money-order offices in 
Great Britain. The duty payable for each dog, 
of whatever description, is 5s, Dogs under the 
age of six months are, however, exempt from duty. 
The license terminates on Dec. 31 following the 
date of issue, and no license can be granted for a 
less sum than the duty for a whole year. The

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THE GREAT ECCLESIASTICAL: COUNCIL AT 
ROME. 


The large Engraving which fills the two middle pages of this 
Number, from a drawing made by our Special Artist at Rome, gives 
8 view of the scene in St. Peter’s Cathedral, on Wednesday morning, 
the 8th inst., at the moment of the grand procession to open the 
{Ecumenical or General Council of Prelates of the Roman Catholic 
Church which Pope Pius 1X. has convened. The Council Chamber 
is formed within the north transept of the cathedral—that is, in 
the part adjoining the Vatican Palace. The following is an 
= account of the order in which the opening procession was 
‘ormed :— 


“The whole of the Roman clergy, arranged in the order of 
precedence of their respective chapters, parishes, and religious 
orders, lined the Scala Regia, or great stairs, of the Vatican, 
the porticoes, and the vestibule of St. Peter's Cathedral 
Church. At eight o'clock the Pope left his apartments, and, 
—— aud surrounded by his usual Court, lay and clerical, 

escended te the Pauline Chape Here his Holiness was met by 
Cardinal de Angelis, Archbishop of Fermo, the Cardinal First 
Priest, and by Cardinals Antonelli and Caterini, the two first 
Cardinal Deacons, who were to attend him, respectively, as the 
Priest Assistant and two Deacons Assistant, at the throne; with 
the two Bishops appointed to act as book-bearer and candle- 
bearer—all wearing the rich white and gold vestments, and 
the white mitres, of their respective orders. The Pope, after 
ble g the i » was then vested in the cope and mantle, 
with the precious mitre, and went, preceded by the Apos- 
tolic Subdeacon, Dean of the Signet, carrying the Cross, 
and followed by the two Prelates, the Protonotaries, and 
two others of the Signet, carrying his train. He thus entered the 
vast hall, above the vestibule of St. Peter's, where the whole of the 
Cardinals, Patriarchs, Primates, Archbishops, Bishops, and Abbots, 
about 600 in number, with all their attendants, were meanwhile 
asscmbled. His Holiness knelt before an altar, at the farther end 
of the hall, and intoned the first words of the hymn, ‘ Veni, Creator 
Spiritus,’ which was taken up by the Papal singers, and continued 
to be sung by them and by the vast assemblage, in alternate verses, 
during the procession. At the end of the first verse all rose from 
their knees; his Holiness took his seat in the portable throne, or 
gestatory chair; and the long procession, which took nearly an 
hour to defile past, commenced its movement. It began with five 
detachments of the lower colleges of prelates, in their scarlet and 
ermine robes; after which came the choir, in their habits of purple 
and their surplices; then followed three more colleges of prelates, 
the Abbreviators, called di Parco Maggiore, those of the tribunal 
called the Signature, and the Clerks of the Chamber. Then the 
Auditors of the Supreme Tribunal of the Rota, the Master of the 
Sacred Palace, two private Chamberlains bearing the triple crown 
and the plain gold mitre of his Holiness, the Prelate of the Sig- 
nature officiating as thurifer with the censer, and the Apostolic 
Subdeacon, in his sacred vestments of white and gold, carrying his 
Holiness’s cross between two other prelates, with their candles 
lighted, in gold candlesticks. The next portion of the procession, 
consisting of all the Fathers of the Council, beginning with the 
Abbots, and followed by the Bishops, Archbishops, Primates, and 
Patriarchs, and the three divisions of the Sacred College of Cardinals 
(Deacons, Priesta, and the six suburban Bishops), then appeared, 
all clothed in sacred vestments of white (or silver) and gold 
and mitres. The mitred Abbots and Bishops of all degrees wore 
the ample and flowing cope ; and the three orders of Cardinals respec- 
tively the diaconal tunic or dalmatic, the chasuble, and the cope; 
while cach was attended by a chaplain, and the Cardinals, in addi- 
tion, by a train-bearer. After this gorgeous and long-drawn array 
the Senator and Conservators of Rome, in their long mantles of 
cloth of gold, the Vice-Chamberlain of the church walking beside 
Priuce Orsini, Prince Custodian of the Council, and some Apostolic 
Protonotaries, who were afterwards to bear the Pope's train, fol- 
lowed, and immediately preceded by three Cardinal Deacons in their 
sacred vestments : the one in the centre carried the book of the gospels, 
from which he was to sing the gospel of the opening session ; while 
the two others on each side were those already mentioned as the 
first and second Cardinal Deacons assistant at the throne. Then was 
borne onthe shoulders of eight yeomen of the body, in crimson and 
velvet dresses of the style we call ‘vandyke,’ the Pope, sitting in 
the gestatory chair, and raising his hand from time to time to 
bless the kneeling multitude, while over his head the cloth of silver 
canopy of state was carried oneight gilt staves by eight Refe- 
rendaries of the Signet. On each side private chamberlains carried 
the lofty fans of ostrich feathers, which our readers are familiar 
with as part of the Papal cortége on such occasions. After his 
Holiness followed a great number of prelates attached to the Papal 
court and chapels, fathers, generals of religious orders, and vicars 
general of religiouscongregations, suchas the Jesuits, Oratorians, &c., 
in their several habits, while the officials of the Council, including the 
eworr shorthand clerical writers, concluded the long and gorgeous 
array. Theofficersof the SwissGu: -d, in their splendid gilt and steel 
armour, thoge of the Noble Guard and the civic and municipal guards, 
andthe numerous officials of the Court, in the old black velvet habits 
of the fifteenth century, gave relief to the otherwise purely ecclesias- 
tical ranks; while amidst the array of mitred prelates the gorgeous 
robes and crowns of the Oriental Bishops attracted especial notice. 
On entering the Church, his Holiness descended from his chair and 
advanced, bareheaded and on foot, up the vast nave towards the 
High Altar, on which, amidst the blaze of a thousand lights in gilt 
candlesticks, stood exposed the Sacrament. The Cardinals had 
taken up their places in the great Sanctuary, and the Pope, 
kneeling, made his silent devotions before the altar; while the 
Fathers of the Council slowly defiled into the great Council Hall 
which temporarily occupies the whole of the north transept. The 
Pope, having sung the prayer of the Holy Ghost, ‘Oh, God! who, 
by the light of The Holy Spirit,’ at the high altar, then entered 
the Council Hall; and, after a brief prayer at the altar there 
erected, stood up and commenced as usual the psalm at the begin- 
ning of mass. The high mass was celebrated by Cardinal Patrizi, 
Bishop of Sabina, and Sub-Dean of the Sacred College, in 
the usual manner, the Pope assisting at his throne. At 
the end of the mass a richly-gilt throne or tabernacle was 

lacel upon the altar, containing the copy of the Four 

ospels. The Bishop cf St. Polten, or St. Hippolytus, in Austria, 
who is Secretary to the Council, was then solemnly conducted, with 
uncovered head, to the altar bearing the Codex of the Four Gospels, 
which he reverently disposed upon the aforesaid throne. The 
preacher, Archbishop Passavalle, in cope and mitre, having first 
asked the Pope’s blessing, proceeded to deliver, in Latin, an appro- 
priate discourse. At its conclusion the Pope was attired in all the 
gacrel vestments, as if to celebrate mass with the usual solemnities; 
and the whole mitred assembly, each in turn, performed the cere- 
mony of homage and obedience—the Cardinals kissing the hand, 
Archbishops and —— the knee, and the other members of the 
Council the foot, of his Holiness the Pope, who remained seated on 
histhrone. Then followed the silent prayer of the Pope and 
the whole assembly. This, which was repeated three several times, 
and lasted some space of time, was followed by the greater Litanies, 
which were sung by the cantors in the solemn and ancient tones 
appropriate to them, all reverently kneeling, and during the suf- 
frages the Pontiff rose and three times blessed the Council in the 
accustomed words. After this was sung, by the Cardinal Deacon, the 
gospel on the opening of the Council. After this the Pope addressed 
an allocution or discourse to the fathers, and then once more intoned 
the hymn of the Holy Ghost, ‘ Veni Creator Spiritus,’ and while 
the latter verses were sung all those who were not members or officials 
of the Council were conducted by the masters of ceremonies and 
ostiaries out of the Council Hall. A brief period ensued, during 
which it was understood that the formal decrees declaring the Council 
opened and other similar ones were read, and, having been put to 
the vote by the notaries and scrutators, as they are called, were 
declared . At the close of these proceedings the ostiaries 
opened the doors again, and those who had been previously excluded 
were readmitted. The Pope then solemnly intoned the ‘Te 
Deum,’ in thanksgiving for the opening of the general council, first 
of the Vatican and nineteenth in the annals of the Church. At its 
close his Holiness was unvested, and returned to his apartments,

THE SUEZ MARITIME CANAL.

of Suez, Port Said, ond Ismailia, and all the works of 
their construction, which ap in several of our Numbers 
from March 13 to April 17 of this year. We shall now take leave 
of the subject with two more Illustrations of the scenes at Suez on 
the 20th ult., when the French and Austrian imperial yachts, the 
Aigle and the Greif, passed out of the Canal and entered the Red 
Sea in the roadstead of Suez. They had lain at anchor during the 
ey night in the Bitter Lakes; while several other vessels, 
aving no official character to support, had left Ismailia at an 
earlier hour on the 19th, and ved at Suez before the evening 
closed. One of these was the famous ee racing yacht Cambria, 
under the command of her owner, Mr. J. Ashbury, towed by the 
French screw steam-yacht Fauvette, belonging to M. Pérignon, 
which got to Suez at four o’clock in the afternoon, followed by 
another British vessel, the Dido, a French gun-boat, and two or 
three more. The English yacht Deerhound, which is scarcely less 
famous on account of her presence at the last fight of the Alabama 
in the Channel, reached Suez next morning at half-past seven. The 
British ships of war Forte and Malabar, the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company’s ships Golconda and Candia, were amongst the shipping 
in the harbour. It was about ten o’clock when the smoke of the 
leading steamers along the Canal was seen rising above the sands of 
the desert ; half an hour afterwards the masts and ensigns of the 
French Imperial yacht could be distinguished. All the ships manned 
their yards, and made ready to great her approach. At eleven 
o'clock, when the Aigle rounded the end of the canal embankment, 
the Egyptian frigates opened with a salute of twenty-one guns, 
which was immediately taken up by the fort, the French men-of- 
war, and the other armed vessels in the roads, the British vessels 
reserving their salute till the yacht was nearly abreast of them. 
The Egyptian troops on the jetty presented arms as the Empress, 
standing in the afterpart of her yacht, approached, the bands on 
board the vessels struck up “‘ Partant pour la Syrie,’’ and the men 
on the yards cheered in succession, while the Aigle, sweeping round 
the line of the steamers moored in a semi-circle, proceeded to her 
moorings on the extreme right of the roads. The foremast of the 
Aigle bore a small white flag, inscribed ‘‘ No. 1,’’ denoting her 
place as leader of the procession ; the French Imperial standard was 
at the stern. In fifteen minutes after the Empress of the French 
came the Emperor of Austria, in his yacht, the Greif. For him, of 
course, there were the same honours from all the ships. His yacht 
bore a small white flag, with ‘‘No. 2’ at the foremast, and the 
imperial standard of Austria at the stern. Next, and very close 
behind, the Crown Prince of Prussia emerged from the Canal, and 
the cheering and saluting was renewed. The Prussian yacht, 
instead of anchoring near the Aigle, continued her course round the 
fleet, and proceeded to the inner harbour at Port Ibrahim. The 
cheers of the Malabar and Forte were most enthusiastic, and the 
Crown Prince and those who were around him, as they pe close 
to the English yacht Cambria, graciously acknowledged the cheers of 
those on board and the dipping of the British | = At this moment 
the Viceroy appeared, in his state barge, rowed by twelve oarsmen, 
hastening to go on beard the Empress’s yacht; the barge had his 
flag, purple with white crescent and three emaller crescents in white, 
in the bow, the Ottoman s in rear on the barge. The 
Netherlands yacht, with the Prince and Princess of Orange, made 
its entrance next in order, and the British Ambassador on board 
the Psyche, followed by a man-of-war launch. The British flag 
was saluted by the Forte, the Malabar, the French, and Dutch, but 
not by the Egyptian men-of-war. The rest of the flotilla began to 
pour into the harbour, which soon presented a most interesting 
spectacle. We must, however, leave the Illustrations to k for 
themselves. In the first, showing the entry of the Imperial yachts 
into the roadstead of Suez, the Aigle — far ahead, past the 
Egyptian frigate which lies close in shore; while the Austrian 
Emperor's yacht passes in the middle of the View ; ond it rises 
the mountain called Gebel] Attaka ; to the right hand is the quay 
of Suez, with the assembled people and the decorative structures 
there. In the other View, which shows the collected fleet of 
vessels in the roadstead, the Aigle and the Greif, with the Dutch 
Royal yacht, are seen in the distance, under the shore, where the 
Austrian yacht occupies the most advanced position. To the left 
hand, on shore, is the Wady Mousa, or Valley of Moses, through 
which the prophet and lawgiver of Israel is said to have led his 
people when they escaped from King Pharoah. The Empress rode 
out to see this place, and also went through the town of Su 
before she started by railway for Cairo, whither all the Im 
and Royal guests returned by the same conveyance, 








THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA AT THE GREAT 
PYRAMID. 


Our & Artist lately in Egypt writes as follows upon the inci- 
dent shown in one of his sketches :— 

“There are some places and conditions in life which seem to 
bring all men to the same level. We are often brought to a situa- 
tion where each visible distinction or rank is lost, where we find 
that individual men are very much alike, and that all are really 
equal, The Great Pyramid is one of thoce places. If you wish to 
ascend it you are handed over to two sturdy Arabs, who eeize upon 
you, and, for the time, = are at their mercy, your liberty of 
action is gone. They hold on to you and lug you up each step; 
they dictate to you the path and the particular stone you are to put 
your foot on; they push and shove you as if you were a bale of 
cotton. Their conversation is the latest slang of London or Paris ; 
at least, I know their English vocabulary is exclusively slang, which 
culminates at the top of the Pyramid when you arrive with a loud 
‘Hip, hip, hurra!’’ and the most unreasonable demands for 
“backsheesh.’”” Whether they treated the Emperor of Austria to 
slang or not I could not say, nor can I tell if they k German as 
they do French and English ; but Icantruly say that the Emperor was 
no more of a great personage at the Pyramid than any of the crowd 
who now s0 often visit that wonderful structure. Ashe was pushed 
and pulled up over its huge stones he looked like a captive in the 
hands of his enemies; and he seemed for the moment to be very ill- 
used. Anyone would have taken him for the usual overland pas- 


senger who does the Pyramid in passing through Egypt. The visit 
of the Emperor took place on the 26th, and the Khedive came out 
at the same time. An Arab race was arran to the top of 


the Pyramid and down again; and after dark the Pyramid was 
illuminated with fireworks. Theres were a good many English 
visitors there on the same day: Lord Dudley and Lord Houghton, 
Mr. Hawkshaw and Mr. Bateman, the engineers, were among them, 
The Emperor left Cairo on the 25th, and was at a ball in Alexandria, 
given by the Germans to him, on the same evening.”’

Its plan is that of pong A very simple ony of 
two orphan sisters, Clara and Agnes, d in some rural valley 
of West Kent, between Sevenoaks and Lympsfield.

Womankind in All .4 a Western Europe. By Thomas 
Wright, M.A. (Groombrisige and Sons.) The exact antiquarian 
knowledge, and the practised literary skill, of Mr. Wright are 
admirably well employed in this book, upon a very attractive and 
agreeable subject—the social and domestic life of women in the 
different nations of Christendom, down to the seventeenth century 
of our era. Woman in Gaul and Britain, under the influence of 
Celtic feelings and of Roman laws; the position of the sex among 
the Teutonic peoples, the Franks, and the Saxons or Angles, with 
the devout female dents of St. Boniface; and among 
the Normans of the feudal period, when the lady of the 
castle ruled in the absence of her lord; the whole world 
of chivalric romance, the Gay Science and “Courts of Love’’ 
of the Provencal troubadours—these matters are fully described, 
in a lively and pleasant style. We learn what were the 
household employments of the women of different ranks at cach 
period ; what were their es and amusements, in town or in 
country ; how they ¢ and how oy fared; how they danced 
and flirted.

The Household Treasury of English Song: Specimens of the 
English Poets, chronologically arrangeu. a —_—— This neat 
and pretty volume is, perhaps, as for ing as the 
more costly book of the same kind, published this season by 
Messrs. Sampson Low, Son, and Marston, which was noticed last 
week. A better choice of short poems that shine like stars in the 
firmament of our literature, and bright passages that gleam with 
exceptional lustre amidst the broad expanse of larger poetical 
works, has not, we think, been compiled. The selection begins with 
old Barbour, Chaucer, and Dunbar, the first chronological division, 
which includes Spenser, Shakspoare, and Milton, ranging so far as 
1668. The second division, beginning with Cowley, ends in 1765; 
and it ought to have included Pope. He is misplaced, as it 
seems to us, in the third division, which includes, not only 
Thomson, Gray, Goldsmith, Collins, Co r, and Burns—poets 
of the last century, but also Byron, Scott, Coleridge, Wordsworth, 
and all the nineteenth-centyry poets not still alive, down to the late 
Alexander Smith. We do not understand the reason of this 
an, but it makes no practical difference. The dates of 
the birth death of each poet, with e few words of explanation,

FINE ARTS. 
WINTER EXHIBITION OF THE INSTITUTE OF 
PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 
The generally lower level of attainment observable in this exhibi- 
tion, when compared with that of the elder society, is not less 
observable now than on former occasions, though a larger propor- 
tion of the present display than usual may be fairly regarded rather 
as more or less inferior finished drawings than as bon fide 
‘sketches and studies.’"” Any remarks, therefore, which we have 
made respecting the essential limitations of water-colour art, and 
the increased tendency to superficiality fostered by exhibitions of 
confessedly incomplete and imperfect works, apply with augmented 
force to the gathering under notice. When compared, however, 
with some of its predecessors in the same gallery, there is cause for 
congratulation. 

he relatively small proportion of real excellence which leavens 
the mass of mediocrity will be found chiefly among the contri- 
butions of younger members, and more especially, perhaps, among 
those of a group of figure-painters, whose works are ®0 unpre- 
tending in scale that they may well escape a hasty inspection. We 
allude particularly to the highly-finished productions of Messrs. C. 
Green, W. V. Bromley, A. C. Gow, J. D. Linton, J. Mahony, 
G. G. Kilburne, and H. B. Roberts. Mr. Green’s sense of 
character and grim, realistic humour finds full play (though not 
without some tableau-vivant’ artificiality of arrangement) in o 
drawing of ‘‘May Day” (53)—May Day in a squalid London 
street, with jack-in-the-green, clown, and masquerading sweeps in 
their tawdry finery, and a number of spectators of various 
degrees. In a quite different vein of feeling are two ele- 
gant and delicately-wrought little drawings of a young lady 
sketching from nature (493), and of another young lady 
reading in a wood (412), both recalling something of the grace 
and truth of Mr. F. Walker, of the Old Society. A third phase of 
the artist’s ability is displayed in the long narrow drawing of ‘‘ The 
Gordon Riots ’’ (355), showing, with much vigour of effect, a mob 
of figures, male and female, leaders and followers, looming through 
the darkness of night under the diabolic glare of the torches 
which light them tw their work of destruction. Mr. Valentine 
Bromley scarcely receives due recognition for the amount of inven- 
tion and spirit he throws into his modest little pictures of fifteenth- 
century life, The ‘motif’? may be seldom profound or strikingly 
— but it is a‘ways well adapted for picturesque treatment, 
and is rarely of a kind to degenerate to the level of mere costume 
ieces. There are several capital examples here, such as “‘ The 
errace’’ (52)—the Baron's lady, in her horned head-dress 
of the riod, about to mount her palfrey surrounded by 
her retainers; ‘‘ The White Rose of Lancaster’ (304)— 
a lady decking a casque with the emblem of her lover's 
party in the Civil War; and, best of all, No. 423—repre- 
senting a young gallant posturing before a steel mirror, held 
by an obsequious old tailor, in a newly-made jerkin of the fashion 
when the enormous sleeves hung quite down tothe ground. For 
delicacy and precision of drawing, modelling, and execution 
(despite some thinness in the gouse Mr. Gow is quite on a par 
with any of his competitors. is ** Armourer"’ (66), in the slashed 
doublet and hose of the Maximilian time, polishing the blade of a 
two-handed sword, and his ‘‘ Hamilton of Bothwellhaugh”’ (83), 
from ‘‘ Old Mortality,’’ examining his arquebus, are exquisite little 
drawings ila Meissonier. But his most important effort is No. 360, 
where a sturdy old Roundhead has risen from his bible and his 
morning meal at an inn to challenge to mortal combat one of two 
roystering Cavaliers who have evidently been passing the night 

over cards and dice. 
Mr. Linton's style differs essentially from those of the preceding 
pain and he is carrying it to fine issues. He trusts little to 
spirit touch and line, but almost entirely to soft breadth, to 
masses of light and shade, and refinement of drawing, tone, and 
. That the truly artistic aims of the painter are beginning 
to be realised is evinced by all his single-figure studies here— 
witness “* The Student”’ (108), “* Maude’’ (324), “* Puzzled”’ (404), 
and “St. Valentine’s Morn ’’ (307). Mr. Mahoney’s “‘ Subtraction’ —

school. Mr. G. Cattermolo belongs to the group of historical 
illustrators; but he is less original—he thinks too much 
of the manner of John Gilbert, aud he seldom ventures 
successfully beyond figures of the smallest dimensions. ‘The 
Forlorn Hope” (24) is, however, one of the best drawings for its 
size we have seen from his hand. Mr. Kilburne’s sympathies are 
almost entirely with modern, and generally rustic, lite. He is, 
nevertheless, well represented in the ‘Puritan Preacher” (19), 
though he is more thoroughly at home in the ‘‘Shady Corner” fray 
a charmin garden scene wi & young mother and child; and the 
drawing of a lass loitering on her errand, preoccupied over her 
story-book (104). A very pure, sweet, and natural feeling pervades 
these and Mr. Kilburne’s contributions ; and, were it not for a 
slight poverty of colour in the lights, they would be no less ad- 
mirable technically. Entirely antithetical to the minutely elabo-

Miss Farmer's child-subjects, ‘Sayin 
Grace” (364) and “ Music’’ (90), are charmingly naif and natura’ 
and if a little less florid and porcelain-like would be altogether 
delightful. , 

The younger landscape members of the society are little, f at 
all, behind their brethren the figure-painters. essrs. Shalders, 
Mogford, Hine, E. G. Warren, H. Johnson, Deane, and others are 
particularly well represented ; and some of them, we are glad to 
see, in more or less novel directions. Mr. Shalders has, for instance, 
besides, as usual, beautiful drawings of sheep with landscape back- 
grounds, and a trame of first-rate studies of heads of rag Ay 
two excellent renderings of atmospheric and = e one 
(25) shows a heavy stratum of slatey rain-cloud driving up from the 
horizon soon after sundown ; the other an effect of hazy grey daylight 
over “*Vinning Common, Sussex”’ (120). Mr. Mogford’s numerous 
coast scenes are as brilliant and beautiful in colour and as 
faithful to nature as ever; whilst the various effects of 
sunrise or noon, sunset or moonrise, under which they 
are presetzied, are rendered with perfect keeping and unity 
of impression. Mr. Hine has ventured on some _ subjects 
of a description untried by him, yet with no loss of his distin- 
guishing merits of serene and tenderly poetical feeling, of atmo- 
spheric brvadth, of light and shade, and beauty of tone. We allude 
particulariy to ‘The Coast Guard”’ (108), an exquisitely truthful 
sea view over clifis of the southern downs, with the moon sinking 
dimly through the night mists; and a scene in Argyleshire (367), 
with a lovely sky effect of golden twilight. Other subjects from 
the eastern and southern coast belong to the painter’s ordinary range 
of practice. Mr. Warren somewhat varies the elements of his effective 
and well-known drawings of beachen glades and knolls, with glimpses 
of distance, in No. 100. The eye is carried under darkling masves 
of foliage towards the horizon where the afterglow of a late 
autumnal sunset lingers; allis hushed and still save the tread of a 
homeward-bound labourer, and the rustle of a few falling leaves, 
which help to suggest the poetically appropriate title, “‘ Whispers 
of Winter.” Mr. Harry Johnson sustains his reputation with 
several rich and effective landscape studies painted in alarge, manly 
style, of which we may select for special commendation, ‘‘ Dum- 
barton, on the Clyde” (318), ‘‘ Vesuvius, with the Islands of 
Procida and Nisita’’ (277), and ‘Kilchurn Castle, Loch 
Awe’’ (201). No member has made more marked advance 
in recent years than Mr. Deane. His many Venetian 
subjects here are distinguished by a peculiarly fresh 
charm of opalescent colouring, without artificiality; one in 
particular, representing a couple of Venetian bragozzi, with their 
gaily-painted sails, dwells in our memory with delightful distinct- 
ness. We would invite attention also to a sketch of *‘ Savona’’ 

296), by Mr. E. Hayes (a kind of subject new to him, as far as we 
remember), which is singularly tender and pearly. Mr. Hargitt 
turns te good account the aeriul properties of body colour in his 
“Grey Morning’’ (45)—cattle in a stream; and “Ia the Mist” 
(195)—a group of red deer in the Highlands. ‘Coming to Break- 
tast’’ (175)—a fox poking his head out of brushwood cover pre- 
paratory to a spring, is a capital study of vulpine character by Mr. 
Sutcliffe. The same artist has, under the modest title ‘‘Sketch’’ 
(329), a study of fir-trees growing as best they may among craggy 
fissures or mountain boulders, which, in virtue of its low, sad tones 
of colour and a certain mournful, desolate sentiment which pervades 
it, is not a little impressive. 

Among members of longer standing, Messrs. Leitch, McKewan, 
Vacher, and Fahey best hold their own. Mr. Leitch's sense of pice 
turesque elegance in composition of forms and lines, and in oppo- 
sition and balance of colours, is exemplified in several sraall land- 
scape bits; yet for these alone he would scarcely take rank above that 
of an accomplished drawing-master. But in a larger study of a 
** Brick-field at Richmond-on-Thames’’ (289) we perceive a degree 
of fidelity to nature, a truth of relation between the warm lay tones 
of the foreground and the cold, darkened middle distance, as 
affect.d by the clouds of the fincly-painted sky and a masterly 
power of hitting the required hues throughout, which lead one to 
infer that Mr. Leitch has never yet done full justice to great natural 
gifts. Similar remarks, ina minor degree of laudation, might be 
made in reference to Mr. Rowbotham, if the visitor will verify 
them by comparison of the numerous trifles by this artist 
here, palpably made to sell, with his far mere vigorous 
and truthful, though less popularly attractive study, evi- 
den‘ly from nature, of “An Old Frigate in the Medway” 
(353). Mr. McKewan appears quite rejuvenescent in his new 
— of a painter of interiors and Alpine scenery. In the 
** Leicester Gallery, Knole’’ (62), and ‘“‘The Spangled Dressing- 
Room, Knole”’ (365), and the *‘ Charles I. Bed-Koom, Cothele”’ 
(286), we have really interior painting of a high order—effective in 
chiaroscuro, rich in colour, with something ef Venetian richness, 
and vigorously descriptive in execution. Mr. Vacher has not for 
many a day exhibited anything so forcible and direct as his very 
spirited sketch (174) of a Moorish cemetery in Algiers, with its 
luxurious growth of palms and aloes, or so strong and vivid in effect 
of light und shade under peculiar conditions as his interior repre- 
sentation of the famous grotto azuro near Amalfi (263), or so 
glowing and beautiful in colour as his ‘‘ Goldmiths’ Arch, Rome" 
(138), which is appropriately bathed in golden sunlight. It is 
long, too, since Mr. Fahey has surpassed, if he has equalled, several 
Alpine studies, made with a true sense of grandeur and space, with 
a free hand and a full pencil. 

Of other old-established favourites of the gallery there is little 
new tosay. Mr. E. Corbould contributes ink studies for pictures, 
wherein a fertile power of design and great manual skill are per- 
verted by faults of vaste: wherein grotesqueness takes the place of 
humour, stagy claptrap of pathos, and operatic mise-en-scéne of 
stately historic pageant. Mr. Carl Werner yearly becomes more 
rigidly mechanical in his execution, more prosaically literal and 
photographic in his topographic imitation and harsh contrasts 
of light and shade. His views from Cairo and other Oriental 
localities have an air of exact verisimilitude which is pro- 
bably to be trusted, and they may, therefore, be regarded 
as valuable in the light of records; but their qualities 
are being fast removed from any true ideal of art. Mr. Tidey 
is, as usual, more acceptable in child subjects (when of an unso« 
phisticated, unsentimental order), such as the nice little study from 
natnre, entitled ‘‘ Daisy”’ (213), than in more ambitious allegorical 

rsonations, such as “ Day’’ (298); or his poetical heroes and

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


THE DUCHESS D’AUMALE, 

The Princess Marie Caroline Auguste, Duchess d’ Aumale, died at 
Orleans House, Twickenham, on the 6th inst. Her Royal High- 
ness was born at Vienna, ve a 25, a the only child of Leopold 
John Joseph, Prince of erno, second son of Ferdinand, King of 
the Two Sicilies. Her mother was Marie Clementine, Archduchess 
of Austria, daughter of the ———— Francis II, Her Royal High- 
ness Poe 25, 1844, Henri d’Orleans, Duke d’ Aumale, 
third son of Phili King of the French, and had issue two 
sons, the Prince de Conde end the Duke de Guise; the former died 
in Australia, in 1866; the latter, the Duke de Guise, born Jan. 5, 
1854, is her Royal Highness’s only surviving child. The Duchess 
a’ Aumale, great-great-granddaughter of the Empress Maria Teresa, 
niece of the Empress Marie Louise) second wife of Napoleon 
Bonaparte) and great-grandniece of poor Marie Antoinette, had her 
own share of vicissitudes. It is just twenty-five years ago that the 
marriage of the young Duke d’Aumale with the Princess Marie of 
Salerno was celebrated at the Court of Naples with pageant and 
splende=r recalling the old Bourbon times: the Prince de Joinville 
accompanied his brother; the nuptial ae was performed in 
the chapel of the palace, the whole of the Royal family were 
present, and the Duke de Montebello, the French Ambassador, 
represented the King of the French. The bride and bridegroom 
landed shortly after at Marseilles, amid great rejoicings; and 
brilliant fétes awaited them in Paris. Four years after came the 
Revolution and the fall of the Orleans dynasty. The Duke and 
Duchess @’Aumale shared the exile of their family, and resided 
with them at Twickenham, where the Duchess’s simplicity of life, 
ber unostentatious piety, and her acts of charity endeared her to a 
wide community. The history of the illustrious family, of which 
she was so worthy a descendant, is the most eventful and the most 
interesting in the annals of Europe. If the Bourbons shared in the 
adversities, they have no less borne part in the glories of France. 
Their shield, ‘‘the gold lilies on an azure field,’”’ is the most re- 
nowned as well as the most beautiful bearing in heraldry. It has 
had no rival since the extinction of our own Plantagenets. The 
present chief of this Royal house is the Duke de Bordeaux (Count 
de Chambord), and after him Don John of Spain will become heir 
male of the Bourbons, his line and that of Naples being senior to 
the Orleans branch. 


LADY CATHERINE RICARDO, 
Lady Catherine Ricardo, widow of John Lewis Ricardo, Esq., M.P. 
for Stoke-on-Trent, died, at her residence, 46, Chester-square, on 
the 6th inst. Her Ladyship was the elder daughter of the late 
General the Hon. Sir Alexander Duff, G.C.H., and sister of the 
present Earl of Fife, K.T., on whose succession to his uncle in 1857 
a patent of precedence was granted by the Queen raising Lady 
Catherine; her sister, Lady Louisa Brooke; and _ her brother, 
George Skene Duff, to the rank of an Earl's children. Lady 
Catherine’s marriage took place Aug. 11, 1841; and of it there is 
issue an only son, Alexander Lewis Ricardo, Esq., late Captain in the 
Grenadier Guards. 
MR. D. WILLIAMS, M.P. 
David Williams, Esq., of Dendraeth Castle, Merionethshire, M.P. 
for that county, who died on the 15th inst., in his seventieth year, 
was the third but eldest surviving son of the late David Williams, 
Esq., of Saethon, in the county of Carnarvon, who claimed ancient 
Cambrian ancestry. Mr. Williams was chairman of the Carnarvon- 
shire Railway Company and a justice of the peace and Deputy 
Lieutenant of the counties of Merioneth and Carnarvon, for the 
former of which he served as High Sheriff in 1861, and for the 
latter in 1862. He contested, unsuccessfully, the county of 
Merioneth in 1859 and 1865, but was returned at the last general 
election. He was a Liberal in politics. He married, Sept. 25, 
1841, Anne Louisa Loveday, only daughter of William Williams, 
Esq., of Pennarthuchay (descended from the Nanneys of Maesy- 
pandy), and leaves a son and heir, William Edward Wynn, and 
several other children. 
DR. BRYSON, 


Alexander Bryson, Esq., M.D., C.B., F.R.S., died at The Heri- 
tage, Barnes, on the 12th inst., aged sixty-seven. Dr. Bryson, 
who had seen much service in the Navy and throughout his active 
carecr, was remarkable for his untiring energy and zeal, In March, 
1854, he was appointed Deputy Medical Inspector of Hospitals and 
Ficets ; in June, 1855, made Inspector-General ; and on the death 
of Sir John Liddell, C.B., became Director-General of the Medical 
Departinent of the Navy. This important office he resigned only 
a few months back. Dr. Bryson was elected irto the Royal Society 
in June, 1854, and, in recognition of his valuable civil services in 
the Navy, was made a C.B. in June, 1869. 
ADMIRAL GORE. 

Admiral John Gore, R.N., died on the 7th inst., at Clifton, near 
Bristol, at the age of eighty-five. He entered the Navy as mid- 
shipman on the Santa Margarita, then on the Irish station, and 
obtained the rank of Lieutenant in 1804. In 1807 he was present 
at the reduction of Copenhagen, on board the Prince of Wales. 
He acted as Commander of the Thrush and Griffon sloops from 
March to July, 1809, being engaged whilst in the latter at the 
blockade and surrender of San Domingo. Gore became a Captain 
in 1825, a Rear-Admiral (retired) in 1854, a Vice-Admiral (retired) 
in 1858, and an Admiral (retired) Dec. 15, 1863. 


ADMIRAL PURCELL, 

Admiral Edward Purcell, R.N., died at Bath on the 3rd inst., aged 
seventy-seven. He entered the Navy in December, 1811, previous 
to which he had seen some active service in the capacity of midship- 
man at the Scheldt in the Flushing expedition of 1809, and at the 
Tagus in 1810, He served under General Sir Thomas Picton in the 
batteries of Torres Vedras: and in 1811 was in command of a boat 
at the capture of two Danish gun-vesseis. He had enjoyed fora 
considera’ le period a Captain’s good-service pension. Purcell 
became a Captain ia 1820, a Rear-Admiral in 1859, a Vice-Admiral 
in 1862, avd an Admiral, Sept. 25, 1865.

THE THEATRES. 


Whatever may have been his degree of success, Mr. Allerton is to 
be commended for his perseverance and his determination to hold 
on by the vessel under his command. On Saturday he introduced 
to the English public Mrs. F. W. Landor, late Miss Davenport, the 
widow of General Landor, who was killed during the recent 
American war. This lady has already appeared at the French 
theatre in New York, and selected for her debut the part of Queen 
Elizabeth, in Signor Giacommeti’s tragedy of that name, with 
which we were made familiar by Madame Ristori. In her hands it 
was @ great character, and the antithetical points which it develops 
render it more than commonly effective. All these have their 
root in the contrast between the Queen and the woman, which 
her Majesty’s conduct and words continually exhibit. Tho 
Italian poet has made mistakes in regard to the action of the plot 
and the persons by whom the Virgin Sovereign was surrounded ; 
but respecting Elizabeth herself his Mstiuet heo boom as “true ag 
the needle to the pole.’’ Mrs. Landor has evidently appreciated 
his efforts, and is not without the capacity for realising his inten- 
tions. Lacking the grandeur of Madame Ristori, she nevertheless 

the discrimination requisite to bring out the opposing 
qualities which constitute the dramatic interest of such a role. It 
is a difficult one, and requires extensive resouices; and 
most of these Mrs. Landor possesses, and draws upon 
with evident well-practised skill and considerable power. Her 
scene between Essex and herself in which she inflicts upon 
him the famous historical box on the ear, was well acted 
both by her and Mr. Allerton; though the latter, with the timidity 
of an amateur, wasscarcely bold and forcible enough. We recom- 
mend this gentleman to trust more to himself; and, by giving 
way to his free impulses, he will acquire power and breadth of 
execution, in both of which he is at present wanting. By displaying 
more coursge on his own part he will create more confidence in the 
audience, and secure the position at which he laudably aims. The 
whole of the drama was very respectably acted, and the curtain fell 
to unanimous and well-merited plaudits. Had the management 
produced it earlier in the season the disasters which have occurred 
might have been prevented. 

The management of the Queen's have found it expedient 
to change their bill, and on Monday presented ‘The Fool's 
Revenge,” by Mr. Tom Taylor, with Mr. and Mrs. Rousby, of 
provincial celebrity, as representatives of poor Bertuccio and his 
fair daughter. Mr. Rousby is an actor of the Kean school, and 
gave an intense reading of the character which went far to securo 
its ori) ity. His emotion in the last act was remarkably fine, 
Mrs. Rousby, in addition to personal advantages, evidently pos- 
seeses talents as an artist which will be assuredly appreciated by the 
London public. 

At Gaiety a new extravaganza on the subject of “*‘ Wat 
Tyler’ was produced. It is by Mr. G. A. Sala, who has pee 
recently exhibited his dramatic talent. Mr. Sala represents Wat 
Tyler as a hatter and a tyrant, in the latter <t the notion 
ah ae BE. Tuco’ much solid Work in this burlesque, a 
world of witty allusions ‘and pointed reflections which commend 
themselves to the judgment. It is also supported by Mr. Toole 
and Miss Farren, the latter bringing on the author at the end.
